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Time  of  Issuance  and  Scope  of  December  Crop  Reports 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  will  publish 
the  following  crop  reports  in  the  month  of  December: 

December  8,  Tuesday,  11  a.  m.  (E.  T.),  report  as  of  December  1 
on  estimated  probable  total  ginnings  of  cotton,  estimated  acreage 
of  cotton  for  harvest,  and  acreage  abandoned  since  July  1. 

December  IS,  Friday,  3  p.  m.  (E.  T.),  report  on  revised  acre- 
age, yield  per  acre,  production,  and  value  of  corn,  winter  wheat, 
spring  wheat,  oats,  barley,  rye,  buckwheat,  flaxseed,  rice,  grain 
sorghums,  hay,  sweet  sorghums  for  forage  and  hay,  alfalfa  seed, 
clover  seed  (red  and  alsike),  sweetclover  seed,  lespedeza  seed, 
timothy  seed,  dry  edible  beans,  soybeans,  cowpeas,  peanuts, 
velvetbeans,  dry  field  peas,  potatoes,  sweetpotatoes,  tobacco, 
sugar  beets,  sugarcane  sirup,  sorgo  sirup,  maple  products,  broom- 
corn,  hops,  and  commercial  truck  crops;  and  revised  production 
and  value  of  apples,  peaches,  pears,  and  grapes;  and  for  certain 
States  revised  production  and  value  of  citrus  fruits,  cranberries, 
apricots,  cherries,  figs,  olives,  plums,  prunes,  almonds,  pecans, 
and  walnuts. 

December  21,  Monday,  3  p.  m.  (E.  T.),  report  as  of  December 
1  on  acreage  and  condition  of  fall-sown  winter  wheat  and  rye  for 
harvest  in  1937. 

December  23,  Wednesday,  12  m.  (E.  T.),  a  report  of  the  De- 
cember 1936  pig  crop,  covering  the  size  of  the  1936  fall  pig  crop 
and  estimated  number  of  sows  to  farrow  in  the  spring  of  1937. 


General  Crop  Report  as  of  October  1, 

With  partial  or  complete  relief  from  the  drought  and  with 
better  than  usual  growing  conditions  during  September,  pastures 
made  one  of  the  most  remarkable  recoveries  on  record  for  any 
one  month,  milk  production  per  cow  increased  from  far  below 
average  on  September  1  to  the  highest  October  1  production 
since  1928,  and  prospects  for  the  winter  wheat  crop  now  being 
planted  improved  greatly.  The  change  in  the  weather  came  too 
late  to  help  very  many  of  this  year's  crops  but  the  late  growing 
season  increased  the  prospective  potato  crop  by  10,000,000 
bushels  or  3.5  percent,  and  the  corn  crop  by  51,000,000  bushels 
I  or  3  percent.  There  were  also  slight  increases  in  the  production 
estimates  of  oats,  rice,  buckwheat,  tobacco,  and  grain  sorghums, 
and  rather  substantial  improvement  in  late  onions  and  celery, 
but  the  October  estimates  of  the  spring  wheat  and  barley  crops 
are  slightly  lower  than  the  forecasts  of  a  month  ago.  As  pre- 
viously reported,  the  favorable  weather  improved  prospects  for 
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cotton  in  the  Central  and  Eastern  cotton-producing  States. 
Considering  all  crops,  prospects  improved  nearly  2  percent 
during  September. 

Although  the  rains  of  September  were  too  late  to  have  much 
effect  on  the  production  of  feed  grains  or  forage,  the  fall  growth 
in  pastures  and  the  improved  prospects  for  winter  grain  will 
help  to  relieve  the  shortage  of  feed. 

Two  months  ago  severe  drought  conditions  prevailed  over  an 
area  which  normally  has  about  two-thirds  of  the  total  acreage 
of  field  crops  and  which  had  about  46,000,000  units  of  grazing 
livestock  out  of  the  80,000,000  in  the  country.  Recent  rains 
have  restored  approximately  normal  moisture  conditions  over 
the  eastern  and  southeastern  two-thirds  of  this  area.  The 
remaining  area  which  has  had  only  slight  or  partial  relief  from 
drought  conditions  includes  northern  and  eastern  Montana, 
northeastern  Wyoming,  the  Dakotas,  some  of  the  western  coun- 
ties of  Minnesota,  most  of  Nebraska,  about  two-fifths  of  Kansas 
and  smaller  areas  in  western  Oklahoma  and  neighboring  portions 
of  Texas,  New  Mexico,  and  Colorado. 

This  remaining  drought  area  has  only  about  10,000,000  units 
of  grazing  livestock  so  that  as  far  as  pastures  are  concerned  the 
drought  has  been  rather  generally  relieved.  From  the  point 
of  view  of  a  restoration  of  normal  moisture  conditions  as  affecting 
next  year's  crops  the  situation  is  not  so  favorable.  An  adequate 
supply  of  subsoil  moisture  at  this  season  is  important  chiefly 
in  the  Great  Plains  area  and  in  the  dry  farming  areas  of  the 
Northwest.  In  fully  three-fourths  of  this  area  there  is  now  less 
than  the  usual  reserve  of  soil  moisture. 

The  1936  production  of  feed  grains  including  all  corn,  grain 
sorghums,  oats,  and  barley  will  be  only  about  60,000,000  tons,

The  September  15  index  of  local  market  prices  of  farm  prod- 
ucts held  steady  at  the  relatively  high  level  established  in  mid- 
August  when  prices  increased  sharply  as  a  result  of  the  drought. 
At  124  percent  of  the  pre-war  average  on  September  15,  prices 
returned  to  farmers  for  agricultural  products  were  still  17  points 
higher  than  a  year  earlier. 


Crop  Report — Continued 

Pastures  showed  a  marked,  recovery  during  September  but 
were  still  generally  below  average  condition  on  October  1, 
except  in  a  few  States.  The  condition  on  October  1  was  reported 
at  54.3  percent  compared  with  73.8  percent  on  that  date  last 
year,  54  percent  in  1934,  and  the  average  of  73.5  percent  of 
normal  during  the  10  years  1923  to  1932.  The  improvement  in 
the  condition  of  pasture  during  September  this  year  was  greater 
than  occurred  following  the  drought  of  1934  and  was  by  far  the 
largest  increase  shown  for  any  one  month  in  30  years.  Pastures 
showed  improvement  during  the  month  over  practically  the 
whole  area  affected  by  drought  this  year.  Some  improvement 
occurred  in  most  of  the  North  Atlantic  States,  also.  In  the 
States  of  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Wisconsin,  Illinois,  Indiana,  and 
New  York,  where  the  drought  was  largely  relieved  by  rains  in 
late  August,  the  increases  in  pasture  conditions  during  Sep- 
tember range  from  about  20  to  50  percentage  points,  and  in 
much  of  this  area  pastures  are  now  furnishing  nearly  their  usual 
supply  of  feed  for  this  season  of  the  year.  In  most  of  the  Great 
Plains  area,  north  of  Texas,  pastures  were  still  very  poor  on 
October  1  but  the  recent  heavy  rains  in  the  southern  and  central 
plains  area  and  extending  eastward  into  Tennessee,  Kentucky, 
and  Ohio  should  cause  further  improvement  in  pastures  in  this 
area.  Prospects  for  supplementary  pasturage  from  fall-sown 
small  grains  also  have  been  greatly  improved.  West  of  the 
Rockies  both  pastures  and  ranges  declined  somewhat  during 
September  but  were  generally  in  fair  to  good  condition  on  Octo- 
ber 1.  Pasture  conditions  also  declined  slightly  during  Sep- 
tember in  the  eastern  Cotton  Belf.

Development  in  the  lamb-feeding  situation  to  early  October 
indicates  that  the  total  number  of  lambs  to  be  fed  during  the 
1936-37  feeding  season  will  be  larger  than  in  the  1935-36  season 
but  probably  smaller  than  in  the  1934-35  season. 

Shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  lambs  and  sheep,  inspected 
at  stockyard  markets,  into  the  Corn  Belt  States  for  the  3  months. 
July  to  September,  this  year  were  about  6  percent  larger  than 
during  the  corresponding  period  of  1935  and  about  equal  to  the 


5-year  average.  Shipments  into  the  eastern  Corn  Belt  were 
about  the  same  as  in  1935.  The  number  into  the  western  Corn 
Belt  was  10  percent  larger  as  a  result  of  a  large  increase  of  ship- 
ments into  Minnesota,  with  smaller  numbers  going  into  most  of 
the  other  States.  There  was  also  a  rather  heavy  direct  movement 
of  sheep  and  lambs  into  the  northern  part  of  the  Corn  Belt  from 
the  drought  area  in  the  northern  Great  Plains  region  and  a 
considerable  part  of  these  lambs  may  be  fed  out  in  this  area.

i  October  condition  relates  only  to  late  crop  in  certain  States  where  early  crop 
harvest  is  past,  principally  in  the  South,  but  United  States  condition  include 
allowance  for  condition  of  these  early  crops  at  harvest. 


Potato  prices  failed  to  decline  the  usual  seasonal  amount  from 
August  15  to  September  15  although  production  prospects 
improved  slightly  during  the  month.  Prices  received  by  farmers 
averaged  approximately  $1.14  per  bushel  on  September  15  as 
compared  with  $1.28  a  month  earlier.  The  mid-September 
price  was  about  66  cents  higher  than  a  year  ago,  the  total  crop 
being  materially  smaller  than  that  produced  in  1935. 


Cotton  Report  as  of  October  1,  1936 

A  United  States  cotton  crop  of  11,609,000  bales  is  forecast 
by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  Department,  based  on 
conditions  as  of  October  1,  1936.  This  is  an  increase  of  488,000 
bales  from  the  forecast  as  of  September  1,  and  compares  with 
10,638,000  bales  in  1935,  9,636,000  bales  in  1934,  and  14,687,000 
bales,  the  5-year  (1928-32)  average.  The  indicated  yield  per 
acre  for  the  United  States  of  186.9  pounds  compares  with  186.3 
pounds  in  1935  and  169.9  pounds,  the  10-year  (1923-32)  average. 

During  the  month  of  September,  prospects  declined  in  Texas, 
but  this  loss  was  more  than  offset  by  improvement  elsewhere. 
The  drought  which  had  affected  the  crop  in  all  States  from 
Mississippi  west  was  broken  in  September.  The  rains  came 
too  late  to  help  materially  cotton  in  Texas  and  Oklahoma,  but 
in  the  States  adjoining  the  Mississippi  River  the  crop  was 
greatly  improved.  In  these  States  the  rains  stopped  premature 
opening  of  bolls,  with  resulting  increases. in  prospective  yields. 

Due  to  favorable  weather,  continued  improvements  have 
been  made  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  belt  since  September  1. 
The  plants  have  made  rapid  progress  in  fruiting,  offsetting  to 
a  large  extent  their  late  start.  In  the  Carolinas  and  north 
Georgia, however,  the  crop  is  still  subject  to  damage  by  early  frosts. 

The  crop  has  opened  rapidly  and  at  present  a  larger  than  usual 
amount  of  open  cotton  is  exposed  to  possible  loss  from  storms.

Milk  Production 

With  dairy  pastures  showing  marked  recovery  from  previous 
drought  conditions,  and  with  butterfat  prices  the  highest  since 
1930,  milk  production  per  cow  on  October  1  was  reported  by 
crop  correspondents  to  be  about  2  percent  higher  than  on  Sep- 
tember 1.  This  is  the  first  time  during  the  12  years  on  record 
that  milk  production  has  increased  during  September.  The 
average  seasonal  decline  during  September  has  been  about  6 
percent  and  the  smallest  decrease  previously  reported  during 
that  month  was  the  4-percent  decrease  which  occurred  in  1930 
just  after  the  drought  of  that  year  was  broken. 

October  1  reports,  compared  with  those  for  the  same  season 
last  year,  show  between  4  and  5  percent  more  milk  per  cow,  and, 
allowing  for  1  to  2  percent  fewer  cows,  total  milk  production 
was  apparently  about  3  percent  greater.  Total  milk  production 
also  was  about  3  percent  greater  than  on  October  1  in  1934. 
This  contrasts  sharply  with  the  situation  on  September  1,  1936, 
when  milk  production  was  substantially  lower  than  in  either 
of  the  2  previous  years.  The  change  was  particularly  marked 
in  the  East  North  Central  group  of  States  where  September  1 
reports  showed  less  than  average  milk  production  per  cow  for 
that  season  and  the  October  1  reports  averaged  nearly  7  percent 
above  the  previous  high  record  for  October.  For  the  country 
as  a  whole  the  reported  production  increased  from  substantially 
below  average  on  September  1  to  the  highest  on  the  12-year 
record  with  the  exception  of  1928.

September  evaporated  milk  markets  were  firm,  as  a  result  of 
continued  light  supplies  and  an  active  movement  from  manu- 
facturers' hands.  Stocks  held  by  manufacturers  on  September  1 
were  only  102,021,000  pounds,  a  new  low  record  for  that  date, 
and  a  reduction  of  12,000,000  pounds  below  the  previous  low 
record  which  was  reached  in  1921.  Stocks  on  September  1 
of  last  year,  totaling  358,780,000  pounds,  were  thus  more  that 
three  times  heavier  than  on  September  1  this  year.

1  Holiday. 


The  casein  market  in  September  was  full  steady,  with  trade 
fair,  but  not  particularly  brisk.  The  firm  dry  milk  market  of 
recent  months  has  held  the  production  of  casein  down  to  some 
extent,  and  offerings  of  domestic  supplies  were  at  no  time  liberal. 
Considerable  casein  continues  to  be  imported,  which  is  a  large 
factor  in  maintaining  prices  at  their  present  level.  Up  to  the 
close  of  July,  this  year,  a  total  of  10,168,000  pounds  had  been 
imported  compared  with  1,193,000  pounds  during  the  same  period 
last  year.  Domestic  prices  were  unchanged  from  August,  with 
quotations  delivered  Eastern  Seaboard  points  as  follows:  17fi 
to  17^  on  20  to  30  mesh;  17%0  to  W/4  on  60  to  70  mesh;  and 
l&t  to  18}if  on  80  to  100  mesh.

Prices  of  truck  crops  continued  to  register  sharp  increases 
from  August  15  to  September  15,  but  these  advances,  together 
with  moderate  rises  in  the  prices  of  grains,  cotton,  and  cotton- 
seed, and  seasonal  price  upturns  for  dairy  products,  and  chickens 
and  eggs  were  sufficient  only  to  offset  seasonal  declines  in  the 
prices  of  fruit  and  miscellaneous  farm  commodities.  Truck 
crop  prices  were  up  19  points;  chickens  and  eggs,  7;  dairy 
products,  3;  cotton  and  cottonseed,  3;  and  grains,  1  point. 
Meat  animal  prices  showed  no  change  during  the  month.

Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  feed  on  September  15  advanced 
slightly  from  the  August  level  as  damage  caused  by  the  drought 
was  more  carefully  evaluated.  The  index  of  feed  prices  advanced 
2  points  to  136  percent  of  the  pre-war  level  making  a  total 
advance  of  42  points  from  the  June  level.  The  index  of  seed 
prices  also  has  advanced  sharply.  In  March  this  index  stood 
at  125  percent  of  pre-war  but  short  supplies  caused  by  the 
drought,  together  with  increased  demand  for  the  soil  conserva- 
tion program,  resulted  in  a  33-point  advance  from  March  to 
September.

Cotton. — Cotton  prices  strengthened  at  the  beginning  of  the 
second  week  of  September  in  response  to  the  announcement  of 
a  smaller  prospective  cotton  crop  than  had  been  anticipated  by 
the  trade.  Prices  were  comparatively  steady  during  the  remain- 
der of  September,  but  declined  materially  during  the  first  10 
days  of  October.  The  prospective  total  world  supplv  of  Ameri- 
can cotton  for  the  current  1936-37  season  of  about  18,600,000 
bales  is  the  smallest  for  any  year  since  1924-25  and  is  consider- 


ably below  the  average  of  recent  years.  World  cotton  con- 
sumption reached  a  record  high  level  last  season  and  the  con- 
sumption of  American  cotton  was  considerably  above  that  of 
1934-35,  although  most  of  the  increase  in  the  consumption  of 
American  was  accounted  for  by  an  increase  in  consumption  in 
the  United  States.  Mill  activity  continues  at  a  high  level 
throughout  the  world  as  a  whole,  especially  in  the  United  States, 
the  United  Kingdom,  and  Japan.

Cold-storage  stocks  of  apples  were  the  equivalent  of  6,985,000 
bushels  compared  with  7,530,000  bushels  the  same  date  a  year 
ago  and  7,482,000  for  the  5-year  average. 

Holdings  of  cold-pack  fruit  were  8,862,000  pounds  less  than 
stocks  on  October  1  a  year  ago  and  5,480,000  less  than  the  5- 
year  average  for  that  date.

They  were  40,045,000  pounds  below  stocks 
on  the  same  date  last  year  and  14,868,000  pounds  below  the 
5-year  average. 

American  cheese  stocks  were  increased  by  8,027,000  pounds 
and  were  4,163,000  pounds  less  than  stocks  a  year  ago,  but 
8,477,000  pounds  more  than  the  5-year  average. 

Total  stocks  of  all  varieties  of  cheese  were  456,000  pounds 
more  than  stocks  last  year  at  this  date  and  10,226,000  pounds 
more  than  the  5-year  average.

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The  Price  Situation 

Summary  as  of  October  15,  1936 

Farm  Prices. — The  general  level  of  farm  prices,  judging  by 
the  usual  relationship  between  farm  and  market  prices,  appears 
to  have  declined  slightly  since  mid-September.  Slight  advances 
in  prices  of  wheat,  cattle,  and  potatoes  probably  were  not  sufficient 
to  offset  declines  in  the  prices  of  cotton,  corn,  hogs,  lambs, 
butter,  and  cheese. 

Wheat. — Wheat  prices  in  the  United  States,  except  for  white 
wheat  in  the  Pacific  Northwest,  continue  considerably  above  an 
export  basis.  This  is  to  be  expected  during  most,  if  not  all, 
of  the  1936-37  season,  because  supplies  of  hard  red  and  durum 
wheats  will  be  under  domestic  requirements.  White  wheat 
from  the  Pacific  Northwest  is  again  moving  into  export  channels 
and  at  the  highest  prices  since  1 930.  World  prices  this  year  are 
materially  higher  than  in  1935-36  as  a  result  of  smaller  world 
supplies.  The  absence  of  large  world  carry-over  stocks  this  year 
suggests  that  prices  will  be  more  sensitive  to  new  Southern  Hemi- 
sphere crop  developments  than  has  been  the  case  in  recent  years. 

Corn  and  Other  Feed  Grains. — General  rains  fell  over  practi- 
cally all  of  the  drought  area  during  September,  reviving  pastures, 
increasing  forage  supplies,  and  at  least  temporarily  relieving  the 
feed  situation.  Feed  grain  prices  declined  during  the  last  half 
of  September  and  the  first  week  of  October  in  response  to  weaker 
demand  and  improved  prospects  for  production.  Changes  in 
feed  grain  prices  during  the  last  3  weeks  indicate  that  weather 
conditions  this  fall  and  winter  will  have  an  important  bearing 
on  the  trend  of  both  grain  and  hay  prices.  Another  severe 
winter  would  necessitate  heavy  feeding  of  limited  feed  supplies, 
force  further  liquidations  of  livestock,  and  give  support  to  feed 
prices.  A  mild  winter,  on  the  other  hand,  will  enable  farmers 
in  many  sections  of  the  drought  area  to  carry  their  livestock  on 
winter  pasture  with  light  feeding  of  roughage  and  grain. 

Potatoes. — The  United  States  potato  crop  improved  slightly 
during  September  but  is  still  the  smallest  since  192(5,  and  will 
furnish  the  smallest  per  capita  supply  on  record.  With  this 
extremely  short  prospective  supply,  prices  may  be  expected  to 
advance  from  October  to  April,  or  until  new  crop  supplies  arrive 
on  the  market  in  sufficient  quantities  to  affect  the  price  situation. 

Flue-cured  Tobacco. — Warehouse  auction  prices  to  producers 
of  Hue-cured  tobacco  averaged  21.6  cents  per  pound  during 
September,  compared  with  21.7  cents  during  August,  and  18.5 
cents  during  September  of  the  previous  year.  The  1936  supply 
of  Hue-cured  tobacco  now  appears  to  be  about  1,557,700,000 
pounds  (farm  sales  weight)  which  is  less  than  1  percent  below 
the  1935  supply  but  18  percent  above  the  1934  supply. 

Hogs. — Hog  prices  declined  after  mid-September  in  response 
to  a  seasonal  increase  in  marketings,  but  near  the  end  of  the 
month  and  during  the  early  part  of  October  they  made  some 
recovery.  Because  of  short  feed  supplies  there  will  be  a  marked 
tendency  to  market  hogs  earlier  than  usual  this  fall  and  winter, 
thus  causing  slaughter  supplies  from  October  to  mid-January  to 
be  large  in  relation  to  supplies  during  the  remainder  of  the  1936- 
37  marketing  year.  Some  further  seasonal  decline  in  prices  is 
in  prospect,  but  from  December  through  March,  the  price 
movement  is  expected  to  be  generally  upward. 

Cattle. — The  prices  of  slaughter  cattle  continued  to  strengthen 
during  September,  the  average  weekly  price  of  Choice  steers  at 
Chicago  the  last  week  in  the  month  reaching  the  highest  point 
since  late  in  April  and  the  average  price  of  all  beef  steers  the 
highest  since  January.  Prices  of  better  grades  of  butcher  cattle 
advanced  with  steers,  but  low-grade  cows  and  heifers  weakened 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  month.  Slaughter  of  cattle  and 
calves  is  expected  to  continue  large  during  the  balance  of  the 
year,  with  the  combined  yearly  total  of  inspected  slaughter  the 
largest  on  record  for  commercial  slaughter.  By  November  it  is 
expected  that  the  supply  of  well-finished  fed  cattle  will  begin  to 
decline  rather  sharply.  In  view  of  the  strong  market  for  the 
large  supply  in  September,  any  considerable  decrease  may  be 
reflected  in  a  rather  sharp  advance  in  prices.  Prices  of  other 
kinds  of  slaughter  cattle  are  expected  to  be  fairly  well  maintained 
near  September  levels  during  the  balance  of  this  year,  but 
stocker  and  feeder  cattle  prices  may  weaken  further,  depending 
somewhat  upon  weather  conditions  during  the  next  2  months. 

Iambs. — Prices  of  slaughter  lambs  were  maintained  fairly  well 
during  the  first  half  of  September  but  declined  rather  sharply 
during  the  latter  half  of  the  month.  Prices  of  feeder  lambs  were 
well  maintained  throughout  the  month,  especially  for  the  better 
grade  of  heavier  average  weights.  In  view  of  the  large  increase 
in  the  1936  lamb  crop  from  the  Western  States  and  the  relatively 
small  summer  marketings  of  lambs,  supplies  of  grass  lambs  in 
October  and  November  are  expected  to  be  larger  relative  to 
other  months  during  the  current  marketing  year.     Prices  of 


slaughter  lambs  probably  will  not  change  much  from  the  level 
reached  early  in  October,  but  some  weakening  in  prices  for 
feeder  lambs  may  take  place. 

Butter. — Butter  prices  have  declined  slightly  since  mid-Sep- 
tember in  contrast  to  the  seasonal  increase  which  usually  occurs 
at  this  time  of  the  year.  In  the  last  2  months  there  have  been 
widespread  rains  in  the  important  dairy  sections;  pastures  have 
improved;  and  production  has  been  considerably  larger  than 
appeared  probable  earlier  in  the  season.  Even  though  fall 
production  may  be  relatively  large,  winter  and  early  spring 
production  in  1937  is  expected  to  be  light  because  of  the  short 
supplies  and  relatively  high  prices  of  feed.  Low  storage  stocks 
of  butter,  prospects  for  low  production,  and  increased  consumer 
purchasing  power  indicate  that  even  though  present  prices  are 
the  highest  in  several  years,  there  will  probably  be  a  rise  in 
butter  prices  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  and  prices  during 
the  winter  of  1936-37  probably  will  average  the  highest  in  7  or 
8  years. 

Cheese. — Cheese  prices  declined  slightly  from  early  September 
to  early  October  because  of  the  improved  prospects  for  total 
dairy  production  during  the  fall.  Cheese  production  in  August 
was  less  than  that  of  a  year  earlier,  but  high  compared  with  that 
of  other  years.  Stocks  are  less  than  a  year  ago  but  arc  still 
above  average.  The  movement  of  cheese  into  consuming  chan- 
nels has  been  high  and  will  probably  remain  high  during  the 
coming  winter.  Even  though  present  prices  are  the  Highest  in 
several  \'ears,  it  seems  probable  that  prices  will  rite  further 
during  the  winter,  and  for  the  winter  and  early  spring  of  1936-37 
will  average  the  highest  since  the  begininng  of  the  depression. 

Poultry  and  Eggs. — September  market  prices  of  eggs  usually 
average  above  those  for  August,  but  there  was  no  such  advance 
this  year.  With  receipts  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  storage 
stocks  lower,  however,  prices  resumed  their  seasonal  advance 
during  early  October.  A  greater  than  seasonal  decline  in  farm 
prices  of  chickens  in  September  was  largely  due  to  very  heavy 
receipts  of  poultry.  The  seasonal  decline  of  poultry  prices  from 
May  to  December  this  year  is  likely  to  be  greater  than  average 
because  of  the  large  supplies  expected. 

Wool. — Wool  prices  on  the  Boston  market  remained  firm  dur- 
ing September,  although  trading  was  limited.  The  spread 
between  domestic  and  foreign  prices  at  the  present  time,  how- 
ever, is  much  wider  than  a  year  earlier,  and  unless  foreign  woo 
prices  continue  to  increase,  domestic  prices  are  not  likely  to 
advance  much  further  without  attracting  larger  imports.  No 
material  advance  in  foreign  prices  appears  probable  in  the  next 
few  months.  Consumption  of  apparel  wool  by  United  States 
mills  from  January  through  August  was  8.5  percent  smaller 
than  in  the  same  months  of  last  year,  but  was  larger  than  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  any  previous  year  since  1923.  Con- 
sumption during  the  remainder  of  the  year  is  likely  to  be  consid- 
erably smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1935. 
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1  These  index  numbers  are  based  on  retail  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  commodities 
used  in  living  and  production  reported  quarterly  for  March,  June,  September,  and 
December.  The  indexes  for  other  months  are  straight  interpolations  between  the 
successive  quarterly  indexes. 
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Price  Movements  of  Important  Agricultural  Products 
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Index  Numbers  of  Farm  Prices 
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This  set  of  charts  shows  the  price  situation  of  agricultural  products  at  a  glance.  The  charts  forming  the  border  display  prices 
which  are  considered  to  be  fairly  typical  of  the  market  price  movements  of  the  major  agricultural  products.  The  upper  chart 
in  the  center  shows  the  movement  of  prices  of  cotton  and  cottonseed,  grain,  dairy  products,  and  meat  animals.  The  lower  center 
chart  shows  the  movement  of  prices  of  47  farm  products  combined  and  retail  prices  of  commodities  farmers  buy. 
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
